London, April 22.— An editorial in tlie 
Times applauds Mr. Cliainljorlain's Ijold 
speech, lint considera tliat, apart from 
any intorveiilioii in Matabeluhuid, tlio 
BrillHli forecs at the Cape ouglit to be 
eoii.siderabiy reinforced to provide 
aiiainst eontingoiicies. 

XJio Standard also thinks that Mr. 
Oiainherlain is optimistiein the view he 
tAkes of the South Africa liituation. 

Tlio lierliii eorreaiioiiileiit of tlie Times 
reports tliut tlie tlanibur"! Con t ier has it 
Johat^esburg despatch saying that u iieii 
PreSidpat Kruger, of th^ Transvaal, met 
PresioBUt Styne, of the Orange Free 
StatQ, an alliance was concluded and 
common action was agreed upon a.^ainst 
Uritiaii arrogance and violence. " Aa 
things are at present," says tlielhtni- 
burg Courier's corre.^pontient, " tliere 
are only two alterniilives, either I'^iig- 
land must accede to tlie Transviiars tle- 
inands, or there will be a vast South 
African war." 

The ofhciala of the I'.ritiali Chartered 
.South African company received to-day 
the following dispatcii from Btiluwayo, 
tinted April 21: "Situation moat serious; 
14,000 Matabeles within tlnee miles; 
11,500 friendly natives arrived in town." 

A dispatch to the I'all iMall Uazette 
from Bnluwayo, published this after- 
noon, says: Both Buluwayo and Qwelo 
are absolutely safe. The Matabeles are 
not disposed to attack, but are content 
with qutting oft' small bands of wliites. 
It is ijelieved that I-iOO wliilea, prospect- 
ors or farmers, liave lieeii inttfdered. In 
several lights nine whiles and a thou- 
sand MatabeUra have Iieen killed. The 
rebels are running abort of anmiuiil- 
tioii . 

Capctown, .April 22.— Unless all news 
from Biiltiwayo is misleading, an iin- 
porliiiu engagement between tlie IJrilish 
forces (lefeiidiiig that town and the 
.Matal)eles Ijcsieuing it, will shortly oc- 
cur, cr may have occurred already. 
The highest estimate placed the number 
of the besieging force at 15,000, althougli 
a large body of natives, saiii to number 
about 5,000, is known to have started 
suuth'ward in the direction which the 
relief forces from Mafekins must follp-w,' 
and it.is estimated that fully 15,000 hos- 
tilesi,at6 Btlll in tho vicinity of the be> 
leatruered town. The natives first formed 
a half circle northward, but the Mata- 
Ijele army tire now within aljotit three 
miles, or easy striking distiimu!, on a 
(lark night especially. The 3,000 white 
jjeople in the besieged town are pro- 
tected by (iOO white lighting men. 

The sotttlieni iiortion of the lialf cir- 
cleri is a motintiiinous country ami the 
niiiin pass is held by aliriut three litin- 
(Ired whites. Through this pass the re- 
lief force and supph' trains must come, 
otliervvise the men lioldingit would liave 
been called in lout; tigo, to take part in 
tlie liefence of Dtihiwayo. The main 
body of the defenders occupies the 
strongest position, where the Maxim 
gun has been planted, behind a well 
(^mstructed stone breastwork or fort, 
commanding a criti'ial turn in the road. 
TliiB force is looked tition as being in a 
ncl^'ition to defend the pass from the 
north. The tniopcrs, iir rear giuini, are 
biildiiig t be iiort lieni entrance, or exit 
of the iiasa, which leails to tlie tjpen 
ground and the road to Btilnwayo. 'fbe 
men holding' tlie pass liave provisions 
for about ;i iiiiiiith. 

liolh liiiltiwayo and (Iwelo, which is 
iilso hcsie^ed, liave been practically ren- 
(lereii iin])regiiable from outward attack. 
But in botli eases, esjiecially in the case 
ol Btilnwayo, a large number of " frit^nd- 
ly natives " have flocked in undtir the 
plea of seeking protection from the 
whites from hostile natives. It is be- 
lieved that fully two thouaand are being 
fed from the common store in Buluwayo. 
Thtifi, while It may l>e true that Bulu- 
wayo, thanks to its dynamite 
mi nee, barbe<l wire defences, 
Hlrong laager around the market 
place and half a dozen rapid liring guns, 
is Bide from an attemjit to ctirry the 
place bv storm, it is not safe from being 
reiiiiced liy Htarvation tiiid m:t;bt be caji- 
tured if the " frieiidlies " suddenly arose 
some night and cretited ti diversion 
witliin the lines which \votdd euabli! tlie 
native Inipis to make a sticcesaful dash 
for the laager. This is the greatest dan- 
ger now threatening Huluwayo. One 
Maxim gun haa been so placed jis to 
command the native portion of tho town 
or colony, and sentries on elevated 
stages keep watch over the Matabeles 
night and day.

The Government Fully Alive to the 
Gravity of the Matabele 
Afl'air. 



LoN-noN, April 22. — Et. Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, secretary of state for the 
colonies, made a speech at the Consti- 
tutional club to-night containing many 
interesting references to the political 
situation. Mr. Chaniberlain said that 
the whole policy of Lord Rosebery, the 
late Liberal premier, was a long record 
of unbroken failure. "Yet he never 
loses a chance," Mr. Chamberhiin said, 
" of sneering at his successors' etiorts to 
preserve the peace and maintain the 
h(3nor and interests ol the empire." 

With reference to the colonies Mr. 
Chamberlain declared tliat tlicrc were 
two governing factors in the situation in 
South Africa. The first was that Eng- 
land must continue to be the paramount 
power and would at all risks atid costs 
resist any foreign interference. The 
fiecoiul was that owing to the peculiar 
situalioii, that tlie Dutch were likely for 
many years to be in the minority ; it 
was the duty of statesmen to do their 
utmost to maintain the friendship be- 
tween tho English and Dutch. Tlie 
Uutch in Cape Colony, he said, were as 
loyal as were the French-Canadians, but 
they sympathized with their kindred in 
the two neighboring repablics. 

With reference to the situation in the 
Tranavaal.refusing the common rights of 
citizenship to a' majority of its popnla- 
tion, Mr. Chamberlain said that for- 
merly the sympathies of the Dutch in 
South Africri, even the ji regressive 
Dutchmen of the Transvaal were with the 
Uitlandcra. Latelj' a revulsion of feeling 
bad occurred, bnt ht^ was eonlident that 
ere long the situation as it was before 
the invasion of the Transvaal would bo 
restored, lie intendeil , he asserted, to 
c-Kjutusl the resources of argument and 
negotiation to attain that object. 

The Matabelo rising, he ijoiiited out, 
was a separate alliiir. The government 
was alive to its gravity, bnt believed 
that the loyal forces would hn able to 
suppress it, and, therefore, did not in- 
tend, unless in an unexpected emergency, 
to send a large detachment of the British 
army to South Africa, British troops 
were uusuited for such warfare. In con- 
clusion the Colonial Secretary appealed 
to the country to show calmness. and re- 
serve in the presence of difficulty and 
danger.

Serious Accidents to the Countess of Aber- 
deen and the President of the 
United States. 

0'i'T.\w.\, April 22. — (Special) — Lady 
Aberdeen narrowly escaped a serious ac- 
cident this evenini: while driving home 
i.ong theGatineau river road, a portion 
of which is covered by flood water from 
the river. The horses fell in a hole in the 
roadway. The carriage was npset, but 
Her Lad^'sliip and her atteiuhiiita were 
rescued. Tiie horses, however, were 
drowned. 

Washington, April22. — The horses at- 
tached to President Cleveland's carriage 
re frigbleiied liy a trolley oar this 
evening and ran away. The conveyance 
was demolished, and the President was 
taken to Woodley, where his family 
ire staying. The accident occurred 
at the corner of 18th and U. S. streets in 
the northwest section of the city, along 
a popular drivewiiy towards tho country 
diatri(;t. Mr. (iitrdiner Hubbard was 
passing in bia carriage and the Presitlent 
fontiiiiied the rciituiitider of bis ride to 
Wootlley with him. He was not thrown 
out or injured, nor was the carriage 
harmed.

Hugh John Macdonald Hay Run for Parlia- 
ment—Crop Prospects Favorable— Sym- 
pathy •With Lady Schultz. 

Winnipeg, April 22. — (Special) — It is 
announced here to-night tlial Hugh John 
Macdonald will again l)e the Conserva- 
tive candidate for VVinnipeg at the elec- 
tions in June, if ho ia the choice of the 
imnventioii. The Conservatives are 
greatly delighted at his tleeiaiori to run 
as it is expectiul that he can carry the 
seat against .loe Martin. It will be a 
hard light, however. Mr, Martin re- 
turns here on Satnnlay and will have a 
welcome from the Liberals. 

Seeding is now general throughout 
Manitoba and the West. Although 
lui.icli later than last year the season is 
now most favorable, as for the past 
twenty years there has not been so much 
moisture in the ground as there is this 
year. 

While placing a lioiler in the steamer 
Millie Howell at Selkirk this morning, 
it rolled over and caught Murdock Me- 
Leod, the machinist, cnishing hiin very 
badly, breaking both arms, one arm and 
staving in his chest.

The writs are 
made returnable on Monday, July 13, 
and the house will he ('ailed to meet 
either Wednesday, the lOib, or Thurs- 
day, the Kith. 'The Premier himaelf 
stated that it would be tlu! IGlh, but a 
new parliament invariably meets to 
elect its speaker on tho Wednesday, the 
formal ojiening being Thursday, and 
this year it is likely there will not be 
any exception to tho rule. 

Tliere was a great exodua of members 
to-night east and west. 

Out of tlie mass of jiolitical rumors 
flying around the lobbies it is now pos- 
sible to state with a certain degree of 
delinitencss, almost |)ositivene83, how 
the Tupper ministry will be constituted. 
Chief Justice Meredith will retire from 
the Ontario bench to accept the portfolio 
of justice. It ia felt that by securing 
Mr. Meredith Sir Charles has played a 
trump card. His accession follows as a 
result of the retirement of Sir 
Mackenzie Lowell, who although urged 
by Sir Charles Tui)per to take the port- 
folio of trade and conimerce, feels th.at 
at his time of life he can well ho relieved 
of the responsibilities of an important 
depiirtinent. He niip^', however, retain 
a seat in the cabinet without portfolio. 
It is settled that Lieut.-Governor Chap- 
lean will leave Spencerwood to accept 
the ])ortfolio of public works, Hon. Mr. 
Ouimet becoming lieutenant governor. 
There will be other changes, but it is 
underatood that Hon. Mr. Haggart will , 
continue to preside over the department 
of railways and canals, and Hon. Dr. 
Montague will remain' at his present 
post. ' 

In the house to-day Mr. Martin, Win- 
nipeg, stated that Mr. Barnard, member 
for Cariboo, was at one time manager of 
the British Columbia Express Co., and 
that his brother ia now manager. 

Mr. Mara said that neither the mem- 
ber for Cariboo, his brother, nor any re- 
lative or connection by marriage luid any 
interest in the Exi)ress Co., and that the 
member for Cariboo liad ceased to be a 
member of the companj' prior to the be- 
ginning of the present parliament. Mr. 
Mara also emphatically denied the state- 
ment of Mr. Martin that the Express 
Co. had contributed to the Conservative 
campaign fund.

Bi:nMN, Ajiril 32.— The first session of 
the Bimetallist conference was not that 
of an ordina ry monetary convention, but 
rather like a private congress. It com- 
menced its labors with a speech by M. 
Allard, a Belgian bimetallist and one of 
the dire<!tors of the National bank, who 
explained at length the object of the 
congress, namely, to place the (piestion 
of tiimetallism oii a pratitical basis, re- 
moved from fniisidcration of any school. 
It was a (piestion of knowing'it there 
existed any possiliility of re-establishing 
bimetallism, according to the academy 
mctbod. Ilerr Arenilt, a member of the 
Keicbstag, aupporled the speech of M. 
Allard, and tho session was concluded 
by a speech by tho Ffoiicb delegate. 

The sessions are secret ami the mem- 
bers of the congresa decided to commu- 
nicate nothing otlicial to the press. This 
congress of coninliation and jiacilication 
has for its object the search for means 
to be laid before the respective govern- 
ments for arriving at the solution of the 
monetary questions which has been- 
vainly sought for twenty years. It will, 
above all, endeavor to bring about inter- 
national pour parlors preliminary to any 
official reasBeinbling of a new conference. 
The names of the principal representa- 
tives of the various nations are: Ilerren 
von Mirback de Waluiitz and Arendt, 
for (ierinany ; Sir William I louldswortli 
and Messrs. Grenfell and Schacksomiuer, 
for Great Britain; M. Bafalowich, for 
Russia; M. Rocluissen, member of the 
couiu;il of state, for the Netherlands; 
Counts Alexander Karolyi and Kolo- 
weat, for Hungary and Austria respec- 
tively; M. Bonesco, for Uoutiiania ; and 
M. Kaeder for Denmark.

I'or these and other minor reasons the 
jiresent Parliament is decidedly remark- 
able.

A FAIR ISSUE. 



WHAT'S AHEAD .' 

It will be seen bet'oio very long what 
effect the wilhilrawal of the remedial 
bill will have upon the country. 'We 
very much fear that the men who have, 
for the last two or three years, been 
doing their utmost to prevent the 
amicable settlement of the Manitoba 
school question, and who, since the 
meeting of Parliament, have made an 
illegitimate and a wholly inexcusable 
use of tlieir privileges as members to 
prevent the iiassage of the remedial bill, 
will lind that they have sown the wind. 
They have naturally prolonged an agita- 
tion which cannot but be productive of 
many evil eU'ect.s. It is not to be ex- 
pected that the men who believed that 
they have been deprived of their 
just rights by dishonest means will Iw 
content to allow the urrievance to go un- 
redressed. It is not in human nature to 
submit to such treatment with patience 
and resignation. The agitation will be 
• kept up; it will engender ill-feeling, and 
it will prevent the i)eople and the legis- 
lature of the Duniinion devoting their 
att«ntioii to matters calculatetl to pro- 
mote its welfare. 

The prospect is that there will be 
strife between races and religions, and 
no one, out of the lunatic asylum, ex- 
pects that any cause or any interest ben- 
eficial to Canada will be furthereil by 
such strife. The obstructionists, and 
those who aided and aljetted them, will 
lind that the country will have to |)ay 
dearly for tlieir ill-gotten anil short- 
lived tiiuiuph. The alliance between 
the politicians who believe in remedial 
legislation and the bigots who oppose 
remedial legislation for the sole reason 
that it is a Catholic minority which is to 
be henelited, ciuinot last long. They 
united to make a bear garden and a dis- 
grace to the Dominion of the Mouse of 
Commons; -but, having gained their im- 
mediate object, the union will dissolve 
like snow before the sunshine of May. 
We would not be surpriised to see the ill- 
assorted allies before three months bit- 
ter enemies, giving free expression to 
the opinions which they had foriueil of 
each olber wli ilc the uuioii lor obstruc- 
tion lasted. Had the remedial bill be- 
come law there would be a clear, well- 
defined issue between partie"S; now 
everything is in confusion. Nothiiii; in 
settleil, and the work of settlement has 
to he clone all over agttin. The Opi'oMi- 
tion are without iloubt to lie blamed for 
this. Their resort to the unlawful wea- 
pon obstruction has hurt the country 
and beneliled neither party. 

" THROTTLING 

PUBLIC OPINION." 

" The one hope of the Government 
party," says the Opposition organ, " in 
the constituency is that they may 
succeed in throttling public opinion and 
deceiving the electors once again." W't: 
should like to know how the Ciovern- 
ment party are to go about throttling 
public opinion? This is a free country 
and every elector in it is at liberty to 
express his opinions on public affairs, no 
matter what they may be or whom he 
may oppose. Throttling public opinion 
in it is simply an impoasibility, and 
there is no one on the ( iovernment side 
who is in any way inclined to go into 
the throttling business. It is by such 
rubbish as this that the organ of the 
Oppot ition insults the intelligence of the 
electors. 

As to deceiving the electors, the late 
bye-election proved that there is in the 
(.Irit ranks as impudent a setof decoiver.s 
as is to ho found in this Dominion. 
¥rom the first day of the campaign to 
tho last, deception, ba're-facied deception, 
"'•AVnfltthe stockHn-tradeof the Opposition: 
•They trled in a hundred ways to humbug 



We are pleased to see that Messrs. 
Templeman and Milne have come out 
siiuarely on the trade (|uegtion. Tiiey 
"denounce the principle of jjrotection 
as radically unsound." They woiiUl of 
course eliminate that principle from the 
tariir. Their tarill" would bo a tarid' for 
revenue alone. It would not protect a 
single Canadian jiroduct or foster a 
single Canadian industry. Sir Richard 
Cartwright would be their Finance 
Minister if the (irits are elected to 
power. 

" What," says the Montreal Gazette, 
" would follow the announcement 
that the tariff was to be revised under 
the direction of Sir Bichard Cartwright, 
a man whose antipathy to manufacturers 
is so marked that he has actually 
boasted of telling a delegation of them 
to go to perilition, may be imagined. 
The exjierieiice of the United States in 
lSi);i would be repeatediii Canada. Neither 
merchant nor manuiacturer wouhl 
dare to buy or sell, or to nuike arrange- 
ments for buying or selling a niontli 
ahead during all the time the Liberal 
(iovernment .vas being formed, or wiks 
incubating its ttiriff hill. The uncer- 
tainty would affectevery interest, though 
the tarill' changes might only injure 
some. There would be a greater slow- 
ness of trade than has been noted in 
Canada since the Liberals were sent out 
of power in 1878. It would take years to 
get over the effect, because an industry 
crippled or destroyed means loss to 
whole communities. What would come 
to such towns as Cornwall, or Valley- 
field, or Sherlirooke, or sinires of others 
that might be mentioned, if the iiidiis- 
triea in them develo|)ed under Ihe Na- 
tional Policy were shut up, or even re- 
duced in extent. ^Vhat would l>e the 
effect in .Miuilreal if the millions of its 
citizens' capital invested in iiianiifactur- 
iiig enterprises all over Canada were 
rendered even partially ujiprudiu'tive." 

Canada has had a trial of Sir Uichard 
Cartwright's tariffs. It did not tlourish 
under them ; on the contrary, trade lan- 
guished while the Grits were in power. 
Sir Richard, who is so boastful and so 
self-confident now that he is a critic, 
sang very small indeed when he was 
Finance Minister and had to frame tlio 
tariff, iie did not believe in heli)ing 
Canada's industries, and they were not 
helped. But as soon as the protection 
policy of his opponents had time to work 
a great improvement was visible. During 
the vears of worM-wido depression Can- 
iida suH'ered, but in the deepest of the 
depression the trade of llie iloiiiiiiion 
never sank soliiw and its piDSjici'ts were 
never so dark as they were when Sir 
Richard Cartwright was Finance iNIin- 
ister.

young men in the practical work of life, 
and was glad to see the inauguration of 
the Y.M .C. A. classes, which he hoijed 
were the beginning of what would in 
time become a regaiar technical school. 
Referring to the offer of the government 
to grant $200 for the furtherance of this 
teulmical training, providied the citizens 
raised a similar eum, Col. Baker showed 
that the poor man was not to-day de- 
barred as he had been in former times 
from obtaining technical education, 
which not only |)ro\ed of !)en('lit to 
him, but to tiie coiiiiiiuiiity at large.

Mr. ]5oue, president ot the Y.M.C.A.., 
spoke of the ell'orts the directors to- 
wards the success of tin; institution, and 
Mr. A. J. Pineo, chairnian of the e(liica- 
tional department, gave some facts about 
the work accomplished. ( )iu! hundred 
and eight pupils had been enrolled in 
the various classes, including elementary 
subjects, mechanical drawing taught by

Principal Netherby; shorthand by Mr. 
Dell .Smith ; and mineralogy, Mr. I'ineo. 
Next j-ear it was proposed to add wood- 
working especially for boy.s, and if pos- 
sible metal working as well.

WESTMIN8TEKS STATE TIIKIB POSITION. 

To THE Si'ouTi.Nc; I^DiTou: — In justice 
to the members of theiVew Westminster 
Lacrosse Club, in the interest of the 
game of lacrosse, and for the 
information uf the lovers of tlu: 
game in the province, a frank and fair 
statement of tlie position taken by the 
N.W.L.C. at the recent annual meeting 
of the B.C. .v. L. A., and the reasons 
which iinpelle<l the taking of that posi- 
tion is desirable. The B.C.A.L.A. was 
composed of representatives from the 
clubs in the three cities, Victoria, Van- 
couver and New Westminster. The 
association governed admission to its 
membership, the terms upon which the 
teams of its members competed with 
each other for the provincial (!li:impioii- 
shij) and the conduct of the chilis and 
tludr individual meiii bi'rs witliin certiiin 
well di'lineil lines. Tlie ussociat ion \v; 
tlie (inal judge in disputes arising among 
the nieiiibers concoriiing chainjiionship 
inatcbe.". 

In IS'.i:; the lludson'.s Hay Oom:)any 
very generouslv offereil to tlie associa- 
tion for comiietition a liaiKlsonu; ])eii- 
riant valued at ^!-'0O. The terms of the 
offer were tliat tlie president of the asso- 
ciation should hold the pennant until 
the end of the first season, then to hand 
it over to the club winninti: tlie cham- 
pionship for the season, the club so 
winnin'i it to hold it until won by some 
other club, the club first winning the 
pennant for two successive seasons to 
Decome the absolute owners of it. The 
association at their annual meeting ac- 
cepted the pennant for competition on 
those terms. The pennanl was accord- 
ingly placed by the donors in the liands 
of the then |jresident of the association, 
Mr. W. H. Ellis, of the Coi.oni.st. The 
peune.nl did not come to hand until 
after the chanipionship for ISlXi had 
been decided. Nevertlielcas both the New 
Westminster and Vancouver delegates 
at the meeting of the association in the 
spring of 189 1 consented to allowing the 
Victoria club, who had won the cham- 
pionship in 1893, to count the contest in 
189.3 ns a contest for the pennant. As 
Mr. Ellis was also president of tlie Vic- 
toria club he simply ceased to hold the 
pen mint as jiresident of the as.sociation 
and continued to hold it as nresident of 
that club. The Weslinin.-tor clui; won 
the championship in 1804 and were de- 
clared champions for that year liy the 
association. This club then apiilied to 
the association for the custody of the 
pennant according to tlie terms of dona- 
tion. The pennant was not pi'odiiced by 
the president of the Victoria club. Vuri- 
oub frivolous reasons have been assigned 
, fof its non-production, but the fact re- 
mains that the pennant was handed 
into tlio '^ossesfilon ol Mr. Ellis upon

in his liands. 

At ibt! beginning of the season of 1895 
the Westminster club objected to the 
Trianudes, the new club in Victoriii com- 
posed of the old members of the Victoria 
club, being admitted to membership in 
the association uidess the pennant were 
delivereil nji, and the Vancouver dele- 
gates supported the New Westminster 
delegates in this objection. Upon being 
assured by the then president and other 
officers o'f the association and by the 
delegates from Victoria that efforts 
would be made to find the pennint and 
deliver it up, the Westminster delegates 
withdrew their olijection. The West- 
minster (dull again won the champion- 
ship in ISl).') and thereby became entitled 
to hold tlio ;ieon:int absolutely. But 
again Mr. lOUis failed to jiroduce it and 
failed also to give any sullicient e.\cuse 
for its non-production. At the annual 
meeting of the association held a few 
days ago at Vancouver it transpired that 
the Triangles as a club had ceased to 
e.xist and tliat the old members of the 
Triangles under the name of the Cap- 
itals were seeking membership in the 
association. The Westminster delegates 
refused to consent to their admission 
unless the banner were first produced, 
and of course the new-old club protested, 
as did the Triangles before them, that 
they knew nothing of the pennant. It 
all happeneti before they were born. The 
Westminster delegates moved in nniond- 
inent to a resolution to admit the Caji- 
itals into the association, as follows: 

" Tliat we admit the Capital Lacrosse 
C\n\> of Victoria to this association on 
condition that the [lennant bo jn-oiluced 
to the president of this association be- 
fore the first schedule match. "They 
then returned to New Westminster, 
called a meeting of the club, and laid the 
matter before the members. After a 
full discussion a resolution was passeil 
unanimously approving the stand taken 
by the doleaates, and instructing them 
to. maintain that position to the end. 
The delegates then returned to the ad- 
journed meeting of the association and 
laid a copy of the resolution before the 
association. 

The Victoria delegates, one of wliom 
has been a member of the Victoria- 
Triangle-Capitttl club for the past six 
years, still refused to know anything 
irbout the banner. The Vancouver del 
egates then moved a resolution tliat the 
association disband, The [jresident al 
loweil tlie delegates of the old Triangle 
club, which club, by a [irevious resolu- 
tion duly carried, bad ceased to be a 
member of tlie association, to vote on 
the motion, and the motion to disband 
was declared carried by the vote of the 
.IJriangle delegates. The association, 
though not [iroperly disbanded, will 
never be galvanized into life by the 
Westminster (dub. An association which 
cannot see to the carrying out of its 
own resolutions is much better dead. 

We think that the gentleman who, as 
president of the Victoria club, became 
bailee of the banner owes it to himself 
and to a lacrosse-loving public to ex 
jilain what has been done with the pen 
mint, and for what reason he allowed it 
to leave his possession, if such be the 
fact. 

ICspeoially is this required in view of 
the fact that at the meeting of the as- 
sociation at which the pennanl was ac- 
cepted for compettiion a resolution, 
moved by Messrs. Fckardt and Cullin, 
of Victoria, was passed as follows : 
" That the (dub holding the cliunipion- 
sliip iioiiiiant furnish sutlicient bonds to 
the iiresideiit (jf the asso(nation for the 
value of the pennant before taking pos- 
session."

SHAKEgPMRE'S BIRTHDAY.

Second' Day's' Celebration at Birinfngbam-^ 
Ambassado'r Bayard's Speech — Tb'e 
"Dally News" on Cleveland's Letter.. 

BinMrNGn.\5t, April 22. — This is the 
second day of the celebration in connec- 
tion with Shakespeare's birthday. The 
principal feature of the programme was 
the gathering of the Hir[nini,diain drama- 
tic and literary club in the banquet hull 
of the town Council, where a luncheon 
was given to the U.S. ambassador. The 
hall was jirofusely decorated with flags 
and llowers, prominent among the for- 
mer bein,;; the etars and stripes. 

The Mayor of Birminirham, in propos- 
ing the health of President Cleveland, 
said it was an honor tor him, as be (the 
President) reiiresented what Birming- 
ham iilways took up, for lie was a man 
who bad raised himself by his own 
ell'orts to the hiishesl iiosition in the 
land. 

This remark was the occasion for 
tremendous ap])lauHe; (.'iiests stood upon 
their chairs, waved luqikins, shouted 
" Ck'veland I " "Cleveland!" and one 
guest cried, " No matter what are the 
jiolilical (lill'erences the two countries 
will always be the same in their great 
aims. " 

;\Ir. Bayard compared Birmingham 
with Boston, showing the commercial 
relation between tho two countries, and 
said the city w-liich knew John Briglit 
also knew and understood America. 
.'Mr. Bayard then expatiated upon the 
good relations between the two coun- 
tries, saying; "America is one with 
I'higlaiid in jiolitics, literature and art, 
even in patent medicines." Continuini^, 
."Mr. I'avard said that what coiicerned 
one country concerned both countries 
(repeated interruptions and cries of 
"yes.") Mr. Baytird also said that 
America was the best customer of I)ir- 
mingham and thoroui.;hly aroused the 
enthusiasm of his audience. 

Talking over his speech after it had 
been lielivered, Mr. Bayard said : " 1 
have mtitle many Piieeehes in h^ngland, 
but never one which seemed to so thor- 
oughly reach tho hearts of my hearers." 

Ex-Mayor Wiggin, the next speaker, 
recalled that Birmingham was the first 
city to condole with Atnericans upon tin- 
death of President Lincoln, and quoted 
from the speech which John Bright 
made in 1861, that "the i-ebellion of the 
Southern States is most unjust and un- 
holy." 

London, April 22. — The Daily News 
professes to see in Mr. Cleveland's let- 
ter to Consul Parker a deliberate inten- 
tion to facilitate the closing of an tm- 
pleasant episode in the relations between 
(,rreat Britain and the United States, 
and adds that it reciprocates the inten- 
tion. It further expresses the wish that 
President Cleveland would endorse his 
sentiments in the shape of a draft of a 
treaty for a permanent arbitration 
trib unal. 



CRISIS IN FIUNCE. 

Tlie Senate Applauded For its Stand 
Against the Bourgeois Ministry— Cab- 
inet of Conciliation Possilile. 

P.\]tis, April 22. — The Conservative 
and moderate Ilepublican newspapers 
applaud the senate for the stand it has 
taken against the Bourgeois ministry 
and say that tboy believe it impossible 
for the Premier to remain in office even 
should the chamber of deputies give 
him another vote of eonfidenre. The 
Radical and Socialist organs reproach 
M. Bourgeois for having "bowed 
before , tho senate';^ vote," and 
speak of his intended resignation 
as desertion and abdication. In some 
ipiiirters the formation of a new cabinet 
is regarded as (liflicnlt in vimv of the 
attitude of the Kiidicals and Socialists. 
.According to Le Matin, M. BrisBon con- 
siders it qinte anomalous for a cabinet 
to announce its intention to the chain her 
behjre placing its resignation in the 
hands of the President. 

Ltt Lanterne hopes that the chamber 
will compel the cabinet to withdraw its 
resienation. It is not expected that tho 
delinite announcement of the acceptance 
of the cabinet's resignation by the I'resi- 
dent will be made until the meeting of 
the chamber of deputies, especially call- 
('(1 for Thursday at 2 o'clock, though the 
rc'^'ular time for its reassembling was 
.May IP. 

It is f;enerally believed that President 
l-'aur(^ will eiuU^avnr to form a cabinet of 
(Miuriliation. M. Peytral, jMeline and 
Bourtteois are mentioned aa possible 
premiers. .-Vccording to the generally 
ex pressed opinion a new moderate niinis- 
try wctdd not ease the situation, and it 
is announced lhal tlie Socialists are 
much excited and intend to employ the 
most violent language, and by every 
means of intimidation prevent the work- 
ing of the present constitution in order 
to develop the agitation for a revision of 
the constitution.

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THE CLOUD AND ITS LINING. 

A Measure of Home Rule for Cuba to Be 
Shortly Put In Operation. 

Cincinnati, April 21. — The Commer- 
cial Gozette's special from its corres- 
pondent, Mrs. Josephine Woodward, 
dated Havana, Ajiril 18, save: 

Ten men were shot at .Moro castle last 
Siinilay, and this morning ten more 
were shot. It is su|ii)osed that subter- 
ranean passages lead under the waters 
of the bay from Moro castle to the strong 
fortitlcation Just across in Havana, and 
that tlfis is made ttse of in the disposi- 
tion of not a few prisoners. All political 
prisoners who are m-corded a trial and 
condemned to die, are publicly executed. 
These aH'aira ai-e made great occasions, 
and befoi-e sunrise the bay is fairly 
swarmiiiir witli little ci-aft carrying visit- 
ors to the scene. Women take their 
children and go, and all other I)iisiiiesH 
is for the time auspended. 

Wasiiincton, April 20.— The Spanish 
government within the next four weeks 
will i)ut into execution a comi)relieneiblo 
system of homo rule or autonomy for 
Cuba. There is good reason to believe 
the United States state department has 
received f-oin Madrid information to this 
efh ct. This important inove is assured, 
and promises to bring to a termination 
the friction which has existed between 
the United States and Spain. The new 
law was signed by the (iueen Regent of 
Spain on March 15, 18!)5, and is to he fol- 
lowed U|) liy rules and regulations de- 
veloping tho present Hchenie of reforms. 
By the time the (.iueen Regent of Spain 
iiudjesher address to the Spanish (Jortes, 
which assembles in a month, the law- 
will be proinulttated lliron},diout Cuba. 

'J'iie law is very elaborate in its prcjvi- 
sions. The elenuMil of hoiiu! ruh; is sc- 
oured by the estahli.':hnieiU. of two local 
bodies, drawn largely, if not euti-i-ely, 
from residents of Cuba. One of these is 
to bo known as the provincial cliamber 
of deputies, the otiior as the council of 



administration. The latter has aupel- 
late jurisdiction over the former. Large 
powers are granted to the conncil of ad- 
ministration in the internal manage- 
ment of public afFairs, but tho captain- 
general will continue as supreme repre- 
sentative on the island, and will have 
direct charge of military, naval and in- 
ternational qutistions.

The coniinuiy (;.\-pucts it will have 
to deliver about .S,()i)U tons at San Fran- 
cisco and -1,500 at Honolulu, besides 
large quantities at other points.
